PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


ROLE OF THE MUSEUM IN THE 1980s 
By RICHARD F. HARRISON, F.M.A. 
Museum Director, The Mary Rose Trust 
Delivered before the Society on the 10th November, 1984, 


Before introducing my topic, may I first thank the Society for the honour they 
have done me in electing me their President for the forthcoming year. Having 
seen your programme for the three months up to Christmas, I must say I feel the 
Society has to be congratulated on the many and varied ways in which it serves 
its members. There are many societies that would be envious of having a 
programme with so many items in it covering a whole year. May I also say how 
much I appreciate being associated with a Society that owes so much to the 
leadership and involvement of Graham Teasdill - a friend and colleague of many 
years' standing. 

In introducing my topic may I apologise for the fact that I have chosen a 
subject of general interest, rather than one specifically related to the natural 
sciences. However, knowing how much importance Bournemouth attaches to its 
museums, it does seem to me that it is quite a relevant subject to discuss at 
this time. May I first remind you of the three basic functions of any museum: 
To collect; to preserve and record and adequately document that collection; 
and thirdly, to make that collection and the associated information available to 
all sections of the community. 

We are in the midst of a museum boom and what I would like to do this 
afternoon is to look at the implications of this in the context of our responsi- 
bilities, and perhaps suggest why this is happening. 

I believe that all those associated with museum practice fully understand the 
first two functions of a museum and I don't propose to dwell very much on them 
today. What I would like to do is look at the service to the community element 
in some detail. Despite the success of museums in recent years, many do not look 
sufficiently broadly at how we serve our various "users", and that, I would 
submit, is what the museum in the 1980s is all about - despite the recession, 
despite unemployment, we are faced with a period in which there is increased 
wealth, mobility and leisure. Aiso, as a direct result of the unemployment 
Situation, which certainly appears as though it is going to be a permanent 
feature of society tomorrow, there are changing attitudes to work itself. I 
believe that our educational system and our family structure will gradually 
attune itself to a situation in which paid work becomes less of a focal point in 
our everyday life. Increasingly, people will be looking for other activities to 
fill their time, and the museum service has an excellent opportunity to benefit 
from this situation. 

In illustrating the various aspects of my topic, I am sure Professor Brian 
Morris, who is a member of the Museums and Galleries Commission, will not mind 
if I use his article in the British Association of Friends of Museums Year Book 
to illustrate my theme. 

His article is headed "The Special Demands Placed Upon Museums by their Users", 
and the first question he asks is: who are the users of museums. He confesses 
that this is probably a pointless enquiry, and that we all know who they are. 
"They are scholars, connoisseurs, laymen with a specialist interest, school 
parties, families, curious children, old men who find it warmer inside than out; 
the whole of human life is there. And they will differ from time to time, and 
from place to place. They are the public, the people. And it has been wisely 
Said 'vox populi, vox dei'. The user of the museum is supreme, he is the person 
for whom you and your building and your collections and your colleagues exist". 
Professor Morris then goes on to list a number of areas in which he believes 
the museum has a special responsibility. First, he underlines the need for the 
user to be given priority and a priority which enables the user to be satisfied, 
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either by being inspired, having his curiosity aroused, his imagination stirred, 
by entertaining him, informing him, or even educating him. 

Second, he outlines the need to serve all types of user. It is quite wrong 
for museums either to be &litist in their assessment of their visitor in 
academic terms, or to be only for those people with whom the professional staff 
are in sympathy. The specialist museum will always attract certain people, 
but your average museum must consider the whole spectrum of society. Having said 
that, it is important that the museum neither treats its visitor as a polymath 
nor as an idiot. This can perhaps best be illustrated by the use of the English 
language in a museum exhibition. Far too many modern displays are books on walls, 
written for those who enjoy reading and assimilate knowledge easily, or 
alternatively we tend to go to the extreme of providing little or no background 
information - this can sometimes be worse than too much. 

Thirdly, Professor Morris stresses the point which I think is particularly 
relevant to my earlier comment on attitudes to work - that our collections 
should be available when people want to see them. The tradition has always been 
for museums to be open five or possibly six days a week at a time when people 
are normally working. Fortunately, Sundays are no longer sacrosanct in this 
respect, nor indeed are Bank holidays, but how many museums do you know that open 
in the evenings? Here I think the challenge is not only actually to arrange to 
be open in the evenings, but also to encourage the public, who very easily 
become set in their ways, to see this as something new and worthwhile. 

To achieve all of these requirements needs adequate resources, and Morris 
makes the point that it is important that the Curator uses all his powers of 
persuasion and ingenuity to ensure that his masters, whoever they may be, enable 
him to perform adequately. 

And finally, Professor Morris stresses the need to move away from the dead and 
Sacred atmosphere which has pervaded so many of our establishments - the 
atmosphere in which people speak in whispers and look at the exhibits in much 
the same way as they would a shrine. A good experience, visitor satisfaction 
and exciting interpretation are the key words of the future. 

Clearly, resources are needed to meet these aims, but all around us we do see 
efforts being made to achieve them and it is perhaps worth dwelling for a moment 
on what has stimulated this development. 

Perhaps the most important influence has been the growth of tourism as an 
industry. It has become a significant part of the economic pattern of life for 
this country and contributes more in value than the total number of cars sold 
abroad per year. As far as museums are concerned, popularisation has perhaps been 
the key element in this and certainly a great deal of stress is placed upon it. 
However, popularisation is nothing new, and here I quote from Neil Cossons in an 
article printed in the Listener recently: "The popular museum has almost as long 
a history as the gentleman's collection and the museum as a peep-show has a 
long and honourable tradition. When Samuel Salter opened his "Knackatory", or 
museum, in Chelsea in 1695 visitors could see ‘relics of the Sheba Queen and the 
famed Bob Crusoe' and the Mermaid, the latter almost certainly assembled from 
i the bow of a monkey and the stern of a fish. It was a living museum too. The 
_ Curator offered his services to shave visitors, provide coffee, extract their 
teeth and to bleed them". 
| There are also many new types of museums and museums which are lively and 
+ outgoing in their manner. Museums that have extended their public face by using 
_ the best in design and display techniques, arranging temporary exhibitions 
_ and concerts and film shows, organising clubs, workshops and other specialised 
| services to, for example, schools, and arranging special events. All of these 
_ have transformed the meaning of the word "museum". 

Participation has also become a key word. The museum user is encouraged to 

| become involved, either as a volunteer or by being a supporting member in some 

| way, and perhaps the most successful organisation in this respect is the National 
| Trust. People have also become more involved in those aspects of community life 
| which have museum connotations, members of pressure groups seeking to support 

| conservation projects, members of civic societies, conservation trusts, and in 

| the changing role of many old established societies like your own. 
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Museums and Curators have become more involved in the preservation and 
presentation of both the built and natural environment outside their museum walls. 
This is an important corollary to curatorship of collections and one which I 
think is particularly to be welcomed. 

A sign of this change is the new words which are creeping into everyday usage. 
"Heritage", a word which 10 years ago was scorned and which is now part of the 
name of one of the most influential bodies in the country in this context, 

English Heritage. The word "interpretation" - an American import which despite 
this has encouraged a new approach to presentation by introducing the how, 
when and why as well as the what into our displays. 

Museums perforce have had to respond to the spectacular rise in the number of 
visitors. That this has happened is related to increased mobility to a large 
extent. 

Another important phenomenon in recent years has been the growth of the 
"independent" museum, usually new, set up to deal with a particular collection 
or subject matter, and which has come into being unrestricted by the 
accumulation of historical millstones, eg. enormous collections, old buildings 
and outdated management. Many of these museums rely on income at the door, 
therefore they are motivated by a much more dynamic and commercial approach to 
their visitors. 

A much overlooked, but important factor has also been the increasing 
availability of buildings. During my time with two area councils, I was frequently 
faced with a situation in which an organisation or a local authority with an 
old building on its hands was saying wnat can we use it for - how about a museum? 

Thus there have been many unsuitable developments of this kind. Nevertheless, the 
sheer fact that buildings have become available has encouraged old and new 

museums to improve their services. Linked to this has been the enormous growth 

of interest in the identity and cultural evolvement of many a small local community. 
Frequently, this has led to the formation of a local museum, inadequately funded 
and with indifferent collections, but nevertheless reflecting an important new 
development in our Society. 

At the other end of the spectrum has been the growth of new types of museums, 
for example, the Weald and Downland Open Air Museum at Singleton; the industrial 
museum which has been charged with the preservation and presentation of many 
rapidly declining primary and manufacturing industries, such as Ironbridge 
Gorge Museum in the Midlands which also represents another type of museum, that 
associated with i1 situ preservation of factories, watermills, windmills, docks 
and coalmines. And in the natural sciences field one must not overlook the 
nature reserves and the country parks, all of which perform a museum function. 

Many of these museums are also active in another aspect of preservation and 
interpretation - that of the processes themselves, eg., weaving, house building, 
the manufacture of pottery and glass, to quote just a few examples. 

But where does all this leave the Curator? Of great significance and not to be 
diminished is the continuing importance of his connoisseurship. Excellence breeds 
excellence, in this case the quality of our collections and associated knowledge 
is the only base for a successful service to the community. Nevertheless, the 
Curator has become much more than just an academic. He is curator, administrator 
and manager. He has had to respond to the demands of his users as I have tried 
to reflect in this paper, but this does not mean that his scholarship has to be | 
threatened. Turning again to Dr. Cossons, "Popularity need not threaten | 
scholarship; on the contrary, as people become more selective and discriminating in 
what they choose to do with their increased leisure, and demand quality and 
personal involvement, the scholar will be put increasingly upon his mettle. 
Museums will stand or fall not only by their competence to care for collections, 
but by their ability to care for people". 

To summarise, in the 1980S the basic role of the museum and curator remains, ) 
but they must respond to changes in our society and advances in technology. They 
must take account of the enormously increased demands of the user and they must . 
meet the expectations of quality from these people by providing a quality 
service at all levels. 
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THE 81st REPORT OF THE COUNCIL FOR 
THE YEAR ENDED 30th SEPTEMBER 1984 


The 8Ist year in the life of the Society ended on an especially high note. 
On Saturday September 29th the Ladies of the Tea Committee staged a most 
Successful event for the entertainment of members entitled 'Once Upon a Time’ 
of which more anon. Thus ended a year in which the high standards of 
lectures, field meetings and services to members have been maintained and 
during which there have been some interesting innovations. 

The 80th A.G.M. adopted a revised set of Rules and these have become our 
Charter without causing any problems. 

The Programme Committee comprising the Heads of Sections under the 
chairmanship of Miss K.M. Bennetts has provided a succession of lectures and 
field meetings of continuing interest. The prolonged summer weather starting 
in May has enabled an even larger number of members than usual to enjoy the 
meetings out of doors, but even on a bright sunny afternoon there has been 
plenty of support for the lecture programme. 

There are changes to record among the Chairmen of Sections in that 
Mr. N.S.J. Stearn has found it necessary to give up the leadership of Geology 
owing to ill health; Mrs. Vera Copp, B.A., is his successor. Mrs. B. Hooton- 
Smith has retired as Programme Secretary in favour of her sister Mrs. M. 
Saunders. Mrs. Hooton Smith will however be continuing with a number of 
responsibilities in the administration of the Society. 

We accord our thanks to the committee for the work and thought devoted to 
the provision of entertainment, education and pleasure for the membership. 
Our thanks too to those who have left the committee and a welcome to those 
who have joined it. Our thanks also to all the lecturers, chairmen and the 
leaders of field meetings. 

Horticulture has been added to the list of Sections following the revival 
of interest in our garden. Miss M. Blower now leads a team of keen members 
who have made great improvements and who have a planting programme from which 
we shall see the results in the coming seasons. The gardeners have received 
invaluable support from Mr. J. Clayton who brings advice and guidance based 
upon a lifetime spent with the Royal Horticultural Society. 

There have been a number of outstanding social events this year, first the 
President Miss M.W.S. Davis arranged and hosted a fork luncheon at No. 39 
which was much enjoyed. The proceeds were donated to the Horticultural 
Section for new plants and equipment for the garden. 

Miss R. Winter and her Social Committee have earned our thanks for an 
excellent New Year party and an outstandingly successful Garden Party; both 
were enjoyed by capacity support and the garden party had the benefit of the 
good summer weather. Miss Winter finds it necessary to give up the leadership 
of the committee after three years during which she has demonstrated great 
skill and success in organising these events. In thanking Miss Winter we know 
that she will be giving every encouragement to Mrs. C.M.F. Drew who has 
kindly agreed to succeed her. 

‘Once Upon a Time' was arranged by the Tea Committee under the chairmanship 
of Mrs. Mollie Parkinson. It was outstandingly successful in providing fun 
and entertainment for a record number of members and provided the amazing sum 
of £447 for the funds of the Society. In this success the afternoon enabled 
the Committee to exceed the target they had set themselves of bringing to 
£1000 the sum they had raised by social events organised over the last eleven 
years. 

Mrs. Parkinson became the chairman of the Tea Committee in 1973 and has 
always maintained a high level of enthusiasm among its members. ‘The Ladies’ 
act as hostesses and provide tea for the popular period in the Museum which 
follows Lecture meetings when the noise cof members' chatter is a measure of 
the pleasure it gives. This tea period has also contributed over £1300 to our 
funds in the last eleven years. 
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The Ciné meetings held monthly during the Winter months are always well 
attended and Mr. Bradley Martin who organises them earns our thanks for the 
very good choice of films and for handling the ordering and posting involved. 
Rising costs have, we regret, made it necessary to increase the subscription 
for these meetings to 20p for the coming season. 

The membership takes great pleasure in the joint meetings which have again 
been held with the Dorset Naturalists Trust and the Royal Horticultural Society. 
Early in the new season we look forward to a joint meeting with the Bournemouth 
Philatelic Society who now meet in our premises. We favour these contacts with 
kindred bodies and would welcome any suggestions which might lead to further 
joint ventures. 

Open Day, opened by the Mayor of Bournemouth, again proved popular. Over 
300 visitors and members came in during the day and there were many membership 
enquiries. Some 11 applications have been received so far. The Dorset 
Naturalists Trust, The Bournemouth Photographic Society, The Bournemouth 
Philatelic Society and Mr. Ken Hoskins (Aerial Photographs) provided displays 
which added interest to the occasion. Our thanks are due to Mr. G. Teasdill, 
as Chairman of the Museum Committee, who organised the day. The Mayor and 
Mayoress and members of their family showed great interest in the Society and 
our Museum. Their visitwas later marked by the President making a private visit 
to the Mayor's Parlour to present an autographed copy of A Complete Guide to 
British Butterflies by Miss M.M. Brooks. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas, those veterans at the job, again led an Eight Day Field 
Meeting to Newquay in May and we thank them for all the arrangements they made. 

The Library Committee suffered the death of Mr. W.J. Middleton, who had been 
its Chairman for a number of years. The Committee agreed to combine the 
Chairmanship with the office of Librarian and Capt. R.E. Harwood was elected to 
succeed him. The Librarian and his keen supporters who devote every Tuesday 
morning to keeping our stock of books in order are thanked for their work. The 
Trevor-White legacy has enabled us to allocate £100 per year for the purchase of 
new books. The Section heads suggest titles and the new purchases are regularly 
displayed in the show case in the entrance hall. 

The Dorset Naturalists Trust have continued as our tenants; we appreciate 
their support and our good relations with them. The Camera Club, who have met 
regularly in our premises since 1947 end their use of the building at the end of 
the year due to falling membership and rising costs. The Bournemouth Philatelic 
Society have become regular users of the lecture hall and we welcome our 
association with them. Further usage of the Lecture Hall by kindred bodies 

would be welcome and we shall aim to bring this about. 

We now come to subjects which have been causing concern, namely our property 
and our finances. 

A threat has appeared this year to two of our valued amenities namely the 
Garden and the openness of its site. Planning applications have been made to 
develop two sites which adjoin 39 Christchurch Road. The applications are to 
build flats on 41 Christchurch Road and 17 Derby Road. The scale of develop- 
ments are both out of keeping with the area and as such are the subject of 
objection by the Local Planning Authority. Appeals have been lodged and we 
have supported the local planners by a submission to the Department of the 
Environment. Results are not yet known but we are hoping the opposition will 
result in drastic modification of the plans. 

The House is over 100 years old and its upkeep is a priority claim on our 
finances. We have this year attended to the weathering of the main chimney 
stack to prevent rain penetration, a serious leak in the roof of the Lecture 
Hall and a number of minor items. There aye many other items of maintenance 
which warrant our attention but which can only be undertaken as our finances 
allow. There are also many improvements we would like to carry out for the 
benefit of the membership but which the lack of resources preclude. We have 
however been able to redecorate the Lecture Hall and so complete its 
refurbishment. The replacement windows and the paving of the path are also 
welcome improvements. 

The relatively large amount of work we have been able to undertake this year 
is due to the continuing help of Mr. Garlinge. He is willing, versatile 
and produces work of a very high standard. We are most grateful to him. 
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The finances of the Society are kept under review on both a monthly and a 
long term basis. The accounts for 1982/3 showed a substantial excess of 
expenditure over income which was met from legacies and whereas we had 
expected to end this year with a deficit, some welcome receipts - notably for 
example the ‘Once Upon a Time' event - have brought the financial year to an 
end with a surplus. We have however absorbed rising costs for a number of years 
and an assessment of the future compels us to the view that we must take 
precautionary decisions now. Accordingly the August meeting of the Council 
decided to give notice of a new scale of subscriptions to come into operation 
on October Ist 1985. Details are set out in an appendix to this report. Five 
years have past since the last subscription increase. We hope the inevitable 
loss of members will be few with the realisation that the active programme 
provided by the Society makes continued support very good sense. 

The final section of this report deals with the people who make this excellent 
record of activities possible. The Society has about 520 members, a surprising 
number of whom take an active part in our affairs. The programme of events 
and services provided would not be possible without a great deal of voluntary 
work by the Officers, Council, Committee Members, Lecturers, Leaders of Field 
meetings, and the organisers of all the varying events. There are too many to 
make individual mention but we record our thanks to them all; it is their work 
and the relationship with the membership as a whole that gives this much loved 
Society its special character. 

Miss M.W.S. Davis our President for 1983/4 has given unstintingly of her 
time attending field meetings, lectures and other occasions, always having a 
cheerful word and welcome for all. We hope she has enjoyed her term of 
office as much as we have benefited from her leadership. 

Mr. George Parkinson as Chairman of Council has not only handled our 
proceedings with skill and diplomacy but has done goodwork in resolving other 
problems as they have arisen. 

Mr. Micnael Bentley has taken over as deputy Secretary from Mrs. M. Saunders 
and in welcoming him we also thank Mrs. Saunders for her work in recording our 
proceedings over the last four years. 

‘Finally we again record our thanks and appreciation to Mrs. Garlinge for 
the contribution sne makes to the smooth running of our establishment. 

Mr. Garlinge too provides invaluable support in the way he is ready to lend a 
hand wnen needed. We thank them both and look forward to their continued help.

Miss D.M. Lowther 


Miss D.M. Lowther, B.Sc., President 1959-60, completed fifty years of 
membership of the Society in 1984. She is a Vice-President, Member of 
Council and highly honoured member of the Society, and she has been invited to 
contribute to Proceedings some of the memories of her long membership. 


Miss Lowther writes: 


At the President's Luncheon last spring I was presented with a beautiful 
azalea to mark my fifty years' membership of the Bournemouth Natural Science 
Society. 

My family came to live in this area on the retirement of my father, and he 
was introduced to the Society through Mr. Beeching Hall who lived near us and 
was one of the officers. About 1934, my father suggested to me that 
I should join them on one of their field meetings. I remember the occasion 
very well as it was a hot day so I went in a thin dress and took no mackintosh. 
We walked from Bloxworth to Bere Regis, but a thunderstorm broke out, so the 
late Miss Whitaker took me, not under her wing, but under her cape and so we 
walked down to Bere Regis for tea. In those days members usually travelled by 
bus as very few had cars, so we could start the walk at one point and end at 
another, taking a different route home. 

I did not attend meetings as regularly as I do now, until after the war and 
the deaths of my parents. Then I was asked to be Assistant Secretary; I 
was then the only woman on the Finance and General Purposes Committee, as all 
the official positions, including Chairmen of the various sections, were held 
by men. I think it was unusual for Assistant Secretaries to speak in the 
F. & G.P. Meetings, but, needless to say, I soon voiced my opinion and was not 
stopped, so I like to think I talked sense! 

There was no Tea Committee in those days, as tea was provided by the 
caretaker at 7d. per head, which included sandwiches and cakes! During the war 
these teas were discontinued owing to rationing; instead, members brought their 
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milk and cake or biscuits and paid ld. or 2d. for a cup of tea, a practice 
which continued until quite late in the '50's. 

Mrs. Boyd Watt was the first Lady President, followed, after some eight 
years, by Miss M. Penrose and then myself. I also became Deputy Chairman of 
Council, and Chairman for one year. 

Two or three-day meetings were occasionally arranged; my father joined one 
to Truro, from where some of the party visited the Scilly Isles for one night. 
Indoor meetings were lectures, without microphone, and long discussions 
were held on such subjects as Instinct, Environment and Behaviour, particularly 

as applied to birds. 

The Society was relatively poor in those days, as its only capital was from 
donations from generous members. It is better off now since a strip of land 
was sold to the builders of the adjacent flats, and provided the basis of our 
investments. An offer was made to buy the whole property allowing us 
accommodation in the new building, but after thorough consideration it was 
realised that during the period of rebuilding, the Society would disintegrate. 
A piece of waste land at the bottom of the present garden was brought into 
cultivation, so the loss of the strip was not too noticeable, apart from the 
loss of several rare trees and shrubs. 

Over the years I have enjoyed the lectures and field meetings, and have 
learnt a great deal. I have also made many friends and I like to think that I 
have contributed to the Society's welfare even if only in a small way.

EIGHT-DAY FIELD MEETING TO CORNWALL 


12th-19th May, 1984 


This year the thirteenth Field Meeting with the present leaders was based 
at Newquay. Superlative accommodation was greatly appreciated at the 
Sandridge Hotel on the Headland, overlooking Fistral Bay, the venue for 
international surfing. Members were able to walk in the early morning and 
evening on the flower-strewn cliffs, with particularly admired groups of rare 
cowslips, and the habitation of sea-birds. 

Coach outings were arranged each day to provide satisfying opportunities 
for aS many of the Society's Sections as possible, and a talk was given each 
evening on the items of the programme for the following day. 

We set off in beautiful weather on the Saturday and made our first stop at 
Bicton Park in Devon, with its stately gardens created in 1735 by Le Notre, 
the designer of the Palace Gardens at Versailles, an exceptionally fine 
arboretum and interesting glass houses. Then on to Cornwall via Launceston, 
the former capital of Cornwall and still an important market town. 

Space does not allow a detailed description of all the places we visited 
from Newquay, (a more detailed description of these can be seen in the 
Proceedings for 1979-80), but mention must be made of two villages we enjoyed. 
There was nearby Crantock, whose thirteenth century collegiate church, founded 
by Saint Carantoc in the fifth century was ruined by the collapse of the tower 
in the fifteenth century, but then rebuilt and in 1899-1902 completely 
restored as a genuine Cornish church with a magnificent screen, supporting 
figures carved by Oberammergau artists. The stocks in the churchyard have an 
amusing inscription. From here we travelled to Blisland to see the village, 
grouped (unusually for Cornwall) round its tree- bordered Green according to 
Saxon planning, and, more especially, to visit the church of St. Protus and 
St. Hyacinth, one of Sir John Betjeman's favourite churches. Since its 
restoration in 1894 from first a Norman church and then a 15th century medieval 
transformation, it has been particularly noted for its fine barrel roofs and 
angel bosses and most of all for the magnificent Rood Screen stretching the 
whole width of the church; the delicate and intricate carving, all brightly 
coloured, was executed by Oberammergau craftsmen. 
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Other expeditions were to Polperro, noted for its smuggling and the Smuggling 
Museum, the home of Sir Arthur Quiller Couch's grandfather, Jonathan Crouch, 

a Cornish Gilbert White, and to Boscastle and Tintagel via Wadebridge with its 
fine bridge incorporating the bridge of 1468. It was particularly interesting 
to visit Queen Pit at Indian Queens, an area honeycombed by opencast tin mines 
in the 19th century. In 1920, inspired by John Wesley's preaching to 

thousands in Gwennap Pit (which many of our members have visited with us), some 
of these miners bought the deserted Queen Pit, and fashioned it for a mini- 
Gwennap Pit, a deep circular pit with rows of turf-covered seats rising to the 
Surface. The pit-owner allowed its use free for Sunday schools and treats and 
on payment to the Rachobites for demonstrations; the latter were a teetotal 
Friendly Society, providing insurance against sickness. We were the first coach 
party ever to visit this pit and we sampled its perfect acoustics, whispering 

to each other across the whole width of the pit. We then drove to Roche Rocks, 
a fantastic outcrop of schorl rock, mixed with sparry quartz, rising a hundred 
feet from the plain. The day spent in Falmouth provided much of interest with 
its Docks and Harbour, Pendennis Castle, built by Henry VIII as one of twin 
defences with St. Mawes Castle, and Jacob's Ladder, one hundred and eleven steps 
down to the centre of the town, which everyone negotiated successfully. 

Our last day was spent on the Land's End Peninsula . We saw the excavated 
Celtic village of Chysanster, where the houses are extremely interesting and 
then drove to Marazion to admire St. Michael's Mount and beautiful St. Michael's 
Bay, and on to Penzance and St. Ives, a favourite haunt of artists and 
especially Barbara Hepworth, whose work is exhibited in her house and garden, now 
a museum. 

We then had to tell our members that this was definitely the last long Field 
Meeting we should be able to organise.

The activities of the section consisted of five lectures, each held on a 
Saturday afternoon. 

On October 22nd 1983 local amateur Colin Pither gave a lecture on the 
Planets. He described the nature of each planet from both a theoretical and 
an observational point of view. The lecture was illustrated by slides from 
professional observatories, spacecraft and his own observations. He also 
had a scale model of the planetary spacings in the form of beads on a long 
piece of string, which graphically demonstrated the huge distances between the 
planets. 

On November 26th the local eclipse chaser, Adrian Owen, gave a lavishly 
illustrated talk on his recent trip to the Far East. There he successfully 
observed his latest Total Solar Eclipse from Java in June 1983. He had taken 
some beautiful photographs of all phases of the eclipse, as well as many 
fascinating travelogue pictures. He demonstrated the uniqueness of each total 
eclipse. His subsequent trip to Australia included visits to Siding Springs 
optical observatory and Parkes radio observatory. 

In the New Year on January 14th the Chairman took up the Siding Springs 
story by showing thirty slides taken by the Anglo-Australian Telescope (A.A.T.) 
there. The A.A.T. is considered by many professional observers to be the 
finest in the world. In particular, its four metre mirror has excellent views 
of the Southern Skies. In addition special techniques enable faithful 
coloured photographs of faint and remote objects to be obtained. The slide 
collection impressed everyone by its quality. 

On February 11th Dr. Peter Clifford delivered a lucid and well illustrated 
lecture on The Formation of the Stars. Several of his slides were again 
obtained by the A.A.T. He described the current theory of the gravitational 
collapse of inter-stellar gas and dust clouds forming clusters of protostars. 
Another trigger mechanism for collapse could be from supernoval explosions. 
There is intriguing evidence that such a mechanism may have formed the solar 
system. This evidence coms from unusual isotopic compositions in some 
meteorites. 

Finally on March 3rd Andrew Chishoim gave a talk on Comets and Meteors. A 
local amateur astronomer, Andrew is especially interested in those strange, 
ghostly and unpredictable objects, the comets. He showed by numerous 
quotations how much fear and foreboding was caused by the sudden appearance 
of a bright comet in most of recorded history. Only in fairly recent times has 
the true nature of comets begun to be realised. The pioneer of this scientific 
approach was the seventeenth century astronomer, Edmund Halley. From previous 
apparitions and the one he himself saw in 1682 Halley predicted the periodic 
return of the comet that now bears his name. The next return of Halley's 
comet will be 1985-6, eagerly awaited by the scientific fraternity. Space- 
probes intend to rendezvous with the comet. Comets may be described as “dirty 
Snowballs". Their tails form as they approach the sun. The debris lost in 
this way is responsible for annual showers of shooting stars or meteors. 
Andrew illustrated his informative lecture with drawings and slides which he 
himself had produced.

In the last quarter of 1983 one field meeting was conducted in almost 
continuous rain but then and during the remainder of 1983 the reward was the 
abundance of fungi. One of the illusions of maturity is that past summers we 
recall were blessed with bluer skies and warmer, balmier air, but the summer 
of 1984 surpassed all such memories. The flowers bloomed and bloomed again and 
most of our field meetings were indeed fruitful. One morning in May, however, 
it rained so hard that although the site was very promising we had to abandon 
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our efforts after a very short excursion. Perhaps that was balanced by the 
excellent weather we enjoyed at Kew where we wandered at will without a threat 
of rain. 

The April meetings led by Mrs. Dain and Miss Blower woke us to full- 
appreciation of the Spring and with Mr. Lees and Mrs. Saunders we ambled 
through a happy Summer. Some of the more notable plants we saw were Daphne 
Launeola (Spurge laurel), Lathraea squamaria (Toothwort), Orabanche picridis 
(Oxtongue broomrape), Euphorbia ponrtkandica (Portland spurge), I2lecebsun 
verticelLatum (Coral necklace) and Asmundia negalis (Royal fern). As for the 
orchids which would have preferred a little rain, beginning with 0phis apifera 
(Bee Orchid) right through the season ending with Coeloglossum viride (Frog 
orchid) and Spiranthes spiralis (Autumn lady's tresses), we saw so many. When 
we are enjoying the flowers we have a bonus from the entomology section:- we 
cannot ignore the butterflies and have seen as many as twenty species on 
Botany Field meetings. 

At the end of the summer of 1983 Mrs. Obee refreshed us with her slides of 
medicinal and culinary herbs and Mr. and Mrs. Parish gave us a 
wonderful afternoon through their adventures, capturing on film the flowers 
blooming often in seemingly inaccessible places and in the snow. Early in 
1984 Mrs. Leonard's riveting account of her view of the Ordesa National Park, 
enhanced by her interesting photography, was followed by Mr. Ingwerson's 
unusual aspect of gardening. Miss Horsfall delighted us with her travels in 
China and in April Mrs. Woodhead expounded a botanist's fascination and 
appreciation of Dorset's flowers. In May Mr. Street showed us what the National 
Trust intended in respect of the Bankes' legacy and how it could affect us as a 
Society and as individuals. Mr. Uphill, in July, swept us along with his 
infectious enthusiasm for Bournemouth's shrubs and trees and their history and 
the year finished very happily with Mr. Clayton's illuminating talk and 
varied views of Gardens near and far. 

Finally my grateful thanks to all those tireless leaders and enthusiastic 
followers who have been the support of the section throughout the year.

A lecture on South Devon was the choice of Mr. W.0. Robins. He covered 
many aspects of the geology of the area including red sandstone, chalk cliffs 
and inland granite, which all helped to provide the ever changing scenery. 

His journeys took him to many villages. modern seaside resorts, originally 
fishing villages and to the historic cities of Exeter, Plymouth and Dartmouth. 
His slides depicted Dartmoor, a granite mass, cut by several rivers and 
pierced by numerous jagged tors which break the skyline. 

Mr. Gwyn Williams spoke on Yorkshire Villages and Dales profusely illustrated 
by excellent slides. These showed rushing streams thrusting through rugged 
cliffs, peaceful greystone cottages and the stately ruins of Fountains Abbey, 
and the architecturally important Ribbleshead viaduct, currently under threat 
of demolition. There were graphic slides of the heights around Haworth, the 
home of the Brontes. It is here that Kinder Scout and Gordale Scar stand 
sentinel over the black sheep runs of the Pennine landscape.

The lectures for this year have covered many countries including the 
British Isles. 

Mrs. George gave a well-researched talk on "The Gower Coast" in which she 
Showed not only pictures of the coast and countryside but maps detailing the 
geological formation of the land. As he had promised in 1982, Mr. L. Shepherd 
had walked along Offa's dyke and in his talk he explained the historical and 
geographical features as he passed along the route. Mr. H. Chaney was able 
to give his talk "Across mid-Britain"; this had been postponed from June 
because of his accident. 

On a topical note in December Miss K. Bennetts talked on “Dog sledging in 
Greenland" and the description of how she was lashed on to a sledge before 
driving over a frozen waterfall made the audience gasp. 

In contrast Mrs. O'Shea came in June to talk about "Summer in Greenland and 
Iceland". It was interesting to see the same places in their summer garb and 
because the summer was late Mrs. O'Shea had some marvellous pictures of 
icebergs floating by as big as multi-storied hotels. The President's talk on 
"The Valleys of the Rivers Lot and Dordogne" showed these two great rivers as 
they flow through some of the most picturesque countryside of France; some of 
the land belonged to the English crown in the days of Edward I, who built the 
fortified villages known as "bastides". 

Miss M. Gillett in February took "Another look at Canada" with some lovely 
pictures of the Niagara Falls and the Rockies and some interesting facts and 
figures on the volume of water going over the falls. Mr. V. Channon made a 
journey through Central Europe visiting Berlin, Prague and Budapest, i] lustra- 
ting his talk with some fine slides and an interesting commentary on the 
history of the cities which he visited. 

Early in April Mr. V. Ives came to show the first part of a journey which 
he and twenty companions made across the Sahara down as far as Kano and it is 
true to say that the audience was spellbound and thankful that they could view 
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the pictures from the safety of the lecture hall. 
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In May Mrs. Margaret Bright came to give another of her audio-visual 
programmes. She is a geographer so her pictures and commentary have a 
geographical flavour. This time she visited "The Bahamas, Guernsey and Skye" 
and contrasted the life and scenery in the three islands. 

The season was brought to a close by two lectures, one on Cyprus given by 
Mr. W. Whitsed in which he showed the agricultural life and historical sites 
of the Greek section of the island and also some good close-ups of flowers 
found in the area. 

Mr. P. Hopkins took as his theme "Tourism in East Africa" and the economic 
Situation in Kenya, Tanzania and Uganda was shown. He had lived in the two 
former countries and so had a first hand knowledge of conditions.

The year 1983/4 has been a year of ups and downs for the Geology Section. 
Mr. Stearn, who had nobly stepped in to take over the Chair which had been 
left vacant for some time, had to resign after eighteen months as Chairman 
because of ill-health. We are grateful to him for keeping the Geology 
Section going during that time and trust that he will soon be fit again. 

Mr. Gerry Mouat, who had led some very interesting and rewarding walks 
last year, had arranged some for this year but was unfortunately unable to 
lead them because of ill-health. Mrs. M. Saunders, helped by Mr. David Siggs, 
stepped into the breach so that no-one was disappointed. We wish Mr. Mouat 
a speedy return to health and hope he will be back with us again soon. 

Mrs. M. Saunders led a scenic walk over Christchurch Town Common with 
views of the Avon Valley, examining the Tertiary Beds and Superficial Deposits. 
The Brack lesham Beds here in the west are the Upper Succession and show fluvio- 
marine and freshwater features whereas in Sussex they are wholly marine. At 
Ballard Cliff we scrambled down to Punfield Cove where we saw the junction of 
the Chalk and the Upper Greensand in the Cretaceous beds. We also saw the 
Gault Clay and the Lower Greensand and further along on the outskirts of 
Swanage we saw the Wealden Beds of Swanage Bay. Variety is the spice of 
geological life in Dorset and Mrs. Saunders showed us some of the Jurassic 
beds along the shores of the Fleet in June. Various fossils were found, 
including Gryphaea dilatata, and we saw the clustered tubes of a marine annelid, 
Serpula vertebralis. In September I took a party to explore the accumulation 
of blown sand at South Haven Point and we had a happy day investigating the 
colonisation of the dunes. 

No report from the Geological Section would be complete without a word of 
gratitude to Mrs. Saunders. I took over the Chair a few months ago and feel 
a great personal debt to her for her generous help and support. 

I would also like to thank Mr. Watson, our Secretary, especially for 
information he has passed to me with regard to outside contacts in the geology 
world, and Mr. Mitton for his help with slides which help so much to make the 
talks live and absorbing. 

I am looking forward to an enjoyable year exploring and learning more 
about the unique and fascinating aspects of Dorset geology.

Mr. K.J. Hurst opened our session with a short history of aviation in this 
country and the services which his Company had developed in the way of training 
programmes for ground and air crew as needs arose. 

As Mr. Jones was once again unable to lecture, the gap was filled by myself, 
taking the same title, but treating the subject of the Fundamentals of 
Computers by comparison with the ancient Abacus - the beads of this instrument 
being replaced by oscillations of an electrical circuit. 

In December I had the difficult task of explaining the impossibility of 
feeling comfortable in our lecture hall due to the different, and sometimes 
conflicting ways in which heat reaches us. 

Mr. F. Oldham - former president and former chairman of our section - 
devoted the January and April Lectures to the nature of crystals and their 
optical and electrical properties, and the ways in which their structure had 
been determined, as, for example by X-ray diffraction. The effect of crystal 
structure upon the properties of all materials was emphasized. 
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Mr. Eric Manton gave a delightful history of printing, dwelling on such 
landmarks as Gutenberg and bringing us up to date with modern reproduction 
processes. 

We were privileged to hear about the work of the National Physical 
Laboratories from Mr. Earle Bailey, who not long ago retired from that 
organisation. Starting from concern with the establishment of very accurate 
Standards of measurement they now embrace a vast range of activities in the 
field of engineering and science. 

In May the visit to Eling tide Mill - postponed for lack of support from 
October - proved very successful, and members availed themselves of the shop 
to buy whole ground wheat flour, and scones made from be after an 
interesting tour led by the Miller, Mr. Freestone. 

A gap in the Society's programme in August was fled by Mr. H.A. Cole who 
gave us details of the progress made in the development of nuclear energy 
Since the first reactor at Harwell in 1946. 

Lectures have been well supported by members, and I am also grateful to 
those who have lectured and made suggestions.

The weather in 1984 was much kinder than usual to the Entomology section 
and several of the field meetings took place on warm, sunny days. Most notable 
Sightings during the year were of the dark valezina form of the Silver-washed 

Fritillary (A. paphtia), and the Southern Damselfly (C. mercuriate). Although 
Some migrants were noted - Hummingbird Hawkmoths (M. stellatarum), and larvae 
of the Death's Head Hawkmoth (A. attopos) in September, bad weather on the 
continent prevented the arrival of large numbers of migrant Lepidoptera. 
Among resident species, there was a large second generation of Brown Argus 
(A. agestis) and Adonis Blue (L. beklargus). 
| The season of lectures began in October with a return visit by Dr. Michael 
| Adams, who gave an absorbing - and often hair-raising - account of his latest 
visit to the Colombian Andes in search of new butterfly species. In November 
| the subject was camouflage and warning colours amongst insects such as moths, 
| butterflies and beetles. The talk on Chalkland butterflies in January 
| illustrated the life histories of the species concerned. Pat and Helen Clay 
|} gave a colourful audio-visual presentation in March, and Philip Grey showed 
| slides of some of the colourful and interesting moths of Dorset. 
| My special thanks to Mr. R.G. Lees for his efficient leadership of the

The New Forest, Hengistbury Head and Dorset have provided successful and 
instructive venues for field meetings, the leaders of which are mentioned 
elsewhere and to whom I express my appreciation. 

There were deer stalks for red deer (Cervus elaphas), fallow (Dama dama), 
roe (Capreolus capreokus) and Sika (Cervus nippon) in the New Forest, and on 
Hengistbury Head we saw grey squirrel (Sciwws carolinensis), weasel 
(Mustela nivalis), rabbit (0ryctolagus cuniculus), short tailed vole 
(Microtus agrestis) and water vole (Arvicola amphibtus) . 
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A Dorset meeting at Breamore in March concentrated on the brown hare 
(Lepus capensis). Altogether forty one hares were noted (bucks, does and 
leverets) at various stages of development and behavioural patterns. The 
young are born above ground in forms (scrapes) and are fully furred and open- 
eyed at birth. 

In May a visit was made to the rock pools at Kimmeridge, Dorset, where we 
met the Warden, Mrs. S. Welton. As the tide was reasonably low, we 
progressed over the slippery seaweed covered rocks. A variety of twenty 
species of seaweeds was seen, which included furbelows (saccorhiza polychides), 
a kelp which grows to 15ft. long and 12ft.wide. The thallus is expanded 
at the base to a wavy frill. Another interesting one (cystoseina tamartscifolia) 
is branched several times and bears many short spines and tufted reproductive 
bodies near the tips. It is olive-brown when exposed to air but underwater it 
is irridescent green-blue, which gives it the name of ‘magic seaweed' because 
of this colour change. At Kimmeridge we also saw two crabs, the hairy crab 
(pelumnus histeblus) and the porcelain crab (porcellana Longicornts) which is 
brown-red and hairless and found under stones and in hold-fasts of kelps. 
Other finds were red and green beadlet anemones (actinia equina), star sea 
Squirt (botryllus scholossent), Star ascidian, sessile individuals arranged in 
star-like groups within the colony. Scratch marks noticed on the rocks were 


made by the limpet (patella vulgata), which affixes itself to a rock by adhesion. 


They feed on floating plantation at high water but as soon as the tide recedes 
the limpet returns to the exact spot from which it started out. This could 
account for the scratch marks on the rock and maybe indicates that the trail

The following six lectures were given by the Chairman: Animals as used by Man, 
Incredible Animal Behaviour, Heads and Tails, Marine Mammals, Mammals and their 
Habitats, Watching Animals at Home and Abroad. It is only possible to give a 
few details from the subject matter of these lectures. 

There was a description of the Gelado Baboon (thesopcthecus gekado), now 
restricted to the central highlands and northern Ethiopia, and of the Golden 
Langur (presbytrs geet) which was watched in Bhutan at the foothills of the 
Himalayas on the west side of the Manas River. The Golden Langur was 
discovered aS a new species in 1960 by E.P. Gee who was our leader. 

The behaviour of domesticated cats, the squirrel, the mole, the bat and 
snakes was described, and in the lecture 'Animals as used by man' there was an 
account of goats, sheep and cattle. In the talk on ‘Incredible Animal 
Behaviour', the chairman spoke of the Hog-nosed snake which when alarmed first 
mimics a rattlesnake and then if the threat continues it turns on its back and 
feigns death. The cleaner wrasse provides a valuable service to large reef 
fishes by removing small parasites from their skin and gills. The male Satin 
Bower Bird (ptclonorhynchus violaceus) in eastern Australia constructs an 
avenue of twigs, usually running north to south and here assembles his 
collection of feathers, berries and any other blue objects to match his blue 
plumage. The female on tour of the bower is greeted with frantic re-arranging 
of his collection to entice her to mate. The Mountain Devil (Moloch horridus ) 
of Australia, a bizarre little reptile, covered with thorn-like spines, is 
able to drink through its skin. 

A brief reference must be made to the Nile Crocodile (crocodylus niloticus) 
whose 'tears' are formed from a fast evaporation of blood-salt content, which 
causes fluid to be emitted through eye glands, and to the Tuatara (sphenodon 
punctatum), a reptile in New Zealand which retains the primitive pineal eye 
in the centre of the forehead which is only light sensitive. 

In the lecture on Marine Mammals, an account was given of the three main 
orders, Cetacea (whales, dolphins, and porpoises), Pinnipedia (seals, 
Sea-lions and walruses) and Sirenia (dugongs, manatees and sea-cows).

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The time has come once more for me to report on our Ornithological 


activities during the past year. 


Field Meetings were held each fortnight 


throughout the year and an enthusiastic band of members equipped with | 
binoculars and telescopes have made them enjoyable as well as instructive. | 

There is an area in Africa just south of the Sahara Desert called the Sahel | 
which is an important habitat for migrant birds - birds which come to this 


country to breed but winter abroad. 


One small warbler. the common Whitethroat, 


is dependent on this area throughout the winter, as are Redstarts and 
Wheatears, and other birds stop there to fatten themselves for their journey 


northwards in early spring. 


It is a fragile area which is being rapidly eroded 


and this year has, as well, suffered a severe drought, greatly affecting the 
number of migrants which reached this country during spring. I, myself, have 


only seen one Sand-martin this summer. 


Fortunately the fine warm weather in 


England has in general resulted in a good breeding season for most species. 
In early October 1983 we visited Radipole Lake near Weymouth and were able 
to enjoy excellent views of the main lake from the Information Centre which 


had just been opened by the R.S.P.B.

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able to watch them closely as they fed on one of the pools on the marsh, and 
observe the "V" shaped marking on the back, which, with their small size, 
distinguishes them from Dunlin. 

A juvenile Spoonbill on Stanpit Marsh in November created interest. It was 
apparently wintering in that area. 

Mr. George Parkinson took us again to Farlington Marshes in late November. 
As before it proved to be a wonderful area for birds, and we watched three 
Short-eared Owls quartering the marshes and fields - magnificent birds which 
hunt by day. 

In contrast to the marshes and forest habitat we walked over the fields at 
Avon and Sopley in January 1984 and found an enormous flock of Fieldfare and 
Redwing in one of the fields by the road. These northern thrushes are very 
handsome in their spring plumage. 

Miss Gwen Hayball took us again by coach to Titchfield Haven Reserve in 
January. The highlight of the visit was a splendid view of a Bittern 
standing and walking in the reeds. 

We spent some time on Durlston Head in April searching the gully unsuccess- 
fully for two Golden Orioles that had been seen earlier that week - but heard 
a Nightingale singing in the bushes. 

At least 24 Spotted Flycatchers feeding from fences and bushes in a small 
area on Ninebarrow Down was an unusual sight in early September; evidently 
a number of family parties gathered together on their way south for the winter. 

On February 18th a joint lecture was held with the Dorset Naturalists Trust, 
when Dr. D. Godfrey gave us a most interesting talk on the Birds of Australia. 

I should like to thank those Members who have been of such help in leading 
Field Meetings for me. If any other Members feel that they can lead a Field 
Day in a new area I should be delighted to hear from them.
